Today, American airlines are not much Inter- 
ested In Shannon. Jet planes do not need an early 
londlnn place; hlfther volume of traffic elim- 
inates the need for much of ths old reshuffle ot 
passenEers and IrelRht there. American airlines 
are Interested now in Ireland' as a destination, 
not as a Junction. 

TWA and Pnn-Amerlcan have asked thfa gov- 
ernment to Intercede to set them landing rights 
at Dublin. They point out that the Irish airlines 
have rights In three American cities, while Amer- 
ican airlines have rlghta In only one Irish city. 
Shannon, which Is not very big at that.

OUR VANISHING HERITAGE 

Coast to coast, more and more of the 
American countryside Is bowing to the 
bulldozer every year. Granted today's 
population prcsinires, there Is no -way- to 
stop the carvlng-up process. But possibly 
■we can exercise some control over it. . 

Annually, about 1.5 million acres of 
open- land go Into "special use," mostly 
tor urban development. ' highways and 
airports. Land taken for urban purposes 
Is expected to more than double the 
present total by the year 2000. 

Some talk-of-the-loss-of-natural-beauty 

spots, wildlife, refuges, watersheds, valu- 
able Woods and cro pland . Just plain green 
space' to breaths In. Others, observing 
haphazard urban sprawl and the chew- 
' ing up of 60-acro plots lor single super- 
highway Interchanges', argua that It' 
downright bad economics. 
, This' is a problem for communities of 
- a\l sizes. More than SO U. s. centers In 
the 25,000 population class grew 100 
per cent In the past decade. A- town In

niore than 45,000 and Is still surging. 
In Washington one of the worriers Is 
■ Sen. Harrison Williams, New Jersey 
Democrat. He proposes a starting 100 
million dollar federal grant to local areas 
to help them buy up wide swaths of open 
ifpacc In their outlying zones. 

He. and other' proponents argue that 
tbcse green wedges not only would bo 
Immensely valuable in themselves, but 
■would servo ^to channel growth -along 
sensible economic lines. 

In their view, tho' low-density urban 
sprawl 80 common today in both large 
and small (Tenters compels a dispropor- 
tionate public outlay for streets and 
, roads, forces, duplicating sohool construc- 
tion, makes It economically Impractical 
to tap these areas, with , needed rapid 
transit facilities. Many planners favor
